decision on the school building's future had 
to-be-made since— the-school district cannot- 
continue to maintain it," basically referring 
to the $7,000 cost of the utilities per year.

Then the election and a change of ad- 
ministration took place. New Trustee 
Claudette Skvarce took charge of a com- 
mittee concerned with the project and 
examined the building," along with . a; 
representative of the state fire marshall's of- 
fice. | 

_ Skvarce's negative report, based on the 
state fire safety code, said that it would take - 
$160,000 worth of renovation to make the 
building-acceptable for public use. That 
report brought objections from all sides. 
^Asst. Fire Chief Jim Quedenfeld said "If 
we.were to go by that code wd'd have to close 
all the public buildings in Antioch." 

Marilyn Sterbenz produced a list of w 
guidlines for restoring historical buildings 
that stated that they must meet only minimal 
health and safety standards and should be 
kept as close to the orginal state as possible. 

Jim Fields used the Lake County Museum 
as an example saying, "Let's do this a step at 
a time." 

Bill Brook claimed that the building 
was important to the history of the village 
and that, "It's high time that this community 
got about preserving its background." 

Brook added that there were many people 
who were willing to donate local 
memorabilia if they felt that there would be a 
suitable place to house it. 

Representatives of the Antioch Jaycees 
volunteered manpower saying, "Let's do it." 

The consensus of most of those at the 
meeting was that the many organizations; 
would be more. than glad to lake on the 
project. 

Fields; volunteered to take charge of con- 
tacting the different organizations with the 
aid of Brook.

At a special meeting of the board ; of 
education of the Antioch Grade School 
District, held on Wednesday, July 1,. at the 
W.C. Petty School, the board heard.Attorney 
Mike Gantar read an offer to purchase the 
vacant Channel Lake School building, on Old 
Lake Ave., for the minimum price of $90,000, 
previously set by the board. 

The offer, made by Mike Warren 
Associates and assigned, was contingent on; 
assured lease of the building and the 
acquisition of mortgage financing. 

The offer was made with the un-. 
derstanding ■ that the building would be 
leased to the Waukegan Christian School, 
Warren being on the board of directors of the 
school. 

The board of education unanimously voted 
to adopt a resolution to present a petition to. 
the county board of school trustees to put the 



property up for public auction where anyone 
can bid on it. 

This is a formality, required when any 

public school building in Lake County is 

being sold, since the Lake County Board of 

School Trustees holds title to all publicschool 

.buildings in the county. [_ 

Any questons or objections to the manner 
of the sale were fielded by Garnet Cook, 
board president, who said, "Let's just sell 
the building, we've been trying to sell it for a 
long time and up 'till now no one wanted to 
buy it." 

She added that the school district could no. 
longer afford the maintenance of the 
building, listing the high cost of the minimal 
heat used in/the building within the last year. 

Warren will be required to put $1,000 in 
escrow and given 30 days, until August 1, to 
get financing fora $72,000 mortgage.
